Or a lessening of the 
weight of taxation imposed by the Proyince might be effected by transfer- 
ring certain obligations to the Dominion, as. for example, Old Age Pensions.

to the Province in taxes he would have to pay in increased Federal taxes. 
Any gain, therefore, must be the result, not of a shifting of the burden 
rom one shoulder to another, but the entire elimination of the burden 
This at once brings us face to face with the real problem.
